If the 
cultivation -were thrown open. to-all,.im- 
mense quantities of opium would be pro- 
duced, and for some years without much 
attention to quality, or witbout-any proba- 
bility of private parties in India being able 
to prepare ax good opium. as the Govern- 


:| ment factories now turn out. .A certain 


consequence -would be that Indian. opium 


would lose its repute in the China market, . 


and be revkoned of no greater value there 
than opium from Persia and other Eastern 
countries. -And if :this came to pass, the 
nine millions revenue might: be considered 
aga thing that had been, -but- which had 
‘ceased to be, All Indian opium’ bearing 
the Government mark, whether from Ben- 
gal or Malwa, now commands a fanéy'price 
in Ohina. The Chinese have a shouk or 
fancy for the Indiau or Company's opium, 
just as we Anglo-Indians hiaye » shouk or 
biney for Manila cheroots, or for a particu- 
lar brand ‘of beer, ‘or wine, or brandy. 
Destroy the cheroot monoply of the Spanish 
Government in Manila, and our. shoick for 
cheroote from that place would: soon eva- 


depetid on getting cherovis as much to our 
liking from’ the’ private produces, It 
would be the same iu China wero tle India 
Government monopoly. of opitim to ceage, 
Jobn Chinaman. wottld. be soon found 
saying, “itis no longer what it was; all 
sorts come. now—~good, bad, and. indiffer- 
ent ;.and “we .are just as likely to find a 
batch of Poraian’ opium good. as.a batch 
from India.” But, then, it will be weed, 
even if Govérnment gave up the mouopuly, 
it could continue the inspection and. brand 
system, and allow no-opium to be shipped 
to China. which was’ not of the proper 
quality? Tbis, if practicable, would bea 
more vexatious interference with private 
enterprise. than thé monopyly’ haa ever 
been, and would leave the morality part of 
the qaestion just where it is. But.there is 
‘Teally not a tinge of immorality about thé 
trade... The Chinese will have opium wher- 
ever they got it from; and the drug, even 
whet taken ‘immoderately, js not genera- 
tive of aa bad consoquonces as the drunken- 
uess which wine aud spirituous liquora 
produce. The letter. stimulate and excite 
to crima;,. while opitiny indisposes to adtion 
of any kind. It is bad, when taken immo- 
derately, but it is not so bad ‘as drink. 
Managed as the opiuin. trade is at present, 
the duty falls on and is paid by the Chinese 
becanss the monopoly forces them to Pry 
more for it than they otherwise would. ‘ff 
the trade’ were declared free, the excessive 
competition. would pull down the price, 
and the duty would then-actually come out 
of the producers’ pocket. as a deduction 
from his profits, and not full on the’ con- 
suners, that ia, on- the Chinese, To de- 
stroy the monopoly would, therefore, be to 
mulet this country annually of revenue 
and profits to the amount of some millions 
sterling. Nor need it be lost sight of that
